Both in W ashington and elsewhere, 
observers have been trying to trace 
the pendulum of public opinion as 
between so-called liberalism and con- 
-ervatism. They received their first 
definite answ er in the results of a 
nationwide poll of voters of all in­ 
form- groups and political affiliates. 
The poll was conducted by Db. George 
Gallup, director of the American In- 
ti tate of Public Opinion. The result 
showed that 72 per cent of the voters 
in the United States w a n t a more 
conservative governm ent. The voters 
answ ered the- question— ‘‘D uring the 
next two y» ars would you like to see 
the governm ent more liberal or more 
conservative?'’ Only 28 per cent fa ­ 
vored a more liberal government. 
Dr. Gallup, in announcing results 
of the survey, w rote: 
“ While ‘liberalism ’ and ‘conserva­ 
tism ’ are m atters of definition, about 
which many' persons disagree, never­ 
theless the- one-sided vote in the su r­ 
vey* seems to indicate a definite te n ­ 
dency tow ard the right, lf the trend 
indicated by the survey continues, 
tin dom inant pull of public opinion 
will in tow ard the conservative side.” 
The poll indicated that conserva­ 
b l e tism is, sought chiefly in two ways 
whit h spending of public funds and attitude 
toward business and industry.

It seeks 
to have all communities use standard 
equipm ent, couplings, etc. And it ha> 
met with notew orthy success. 
O ther activities of the industry in­ 
volve surveys of communities to de­ 
term ine the quality of w ater sup­ 
plier. alarm systems, .md fire d ep art­ 
ments. Structural conditions are like­ 
wise surveyed and specific, detailed 
suggestions for elim inating hazards 
made. And the industry has prepared 
a Model Building Code which 
has 
been adopted in whole or in p a n by 
m any progressive communities. 
A city wa,-, saved by a thread! I t’s 
the little things th a t start files 
and 
it’s the little thing- that make it pos­ 
sible to successfully prevent and con­ 
trol them. And those little things can 
be the m eans of saving ten: of thous­ 
ands of lives and hundreds of mil­ 
lions, of dollars.— Industrial News Re­ 
view.

Both Texas and Oklahoma expert* 
rn out stations have 
done 
research 
work on creep feeding, and will send 
their bulb tins explaining the proced­ 
ures and the results in detail on re­ 
quest. Since the farm er or ranchman 
is interested only in selling his crops 
and livestock to the best advantage, 
his n u n circum stances m u-t decide 
w hether creep feeding is a desirable 
practice. 
In general term s it may he said 
th a t creep feeding is always profit­ 
a b l e if the grain feed is home grown. 
and especially so if ll** ca.,es a., to 
he sold as feeders. In Bee county, 
Texas, tho creep fed f ‘©der calves 
sold in the fall of 1987 weighed an 
average of IOO pounds more than 
other calves under the same rang* 
conditions, and sold at a better price 
per hundred, paying handsomely for 
the grain consumed.
